In a very heated exchange 
with the defense attorney，the 
attorney for the Plaintiffs chal- 
lenged Chook's credentials and 
past record of moral responsibil- 
ity。 Judge Lercara，ruling this 
line of questioning irrelevant to 
the case, ordered that Chook make 
further restitution totaling $990 
to plaintiffs within ten days. 

Recent'investigation of Chook's 
medical degree by the American 
Medical Association has disclosed 
that he did not compljlete studies 
in Taiwan,， as he has claimed,， and 
that he was discharged from the 
U.S. Army Medical Corps because 
of false claims to the title of 
medical doctor.

non-disclosure of his work activi- 
ties while employed by the Coun- 
cil， He was also dismissed by the 
Bay Area Bilingual 卫 dqucation 
League in Sept.，1972 as Chinese 
component coordinator for non- 
Performance。 At that time，his 
title of a doctor's degree in philo- 
Sophy was also in question.

Henry Wu has demonstrated that 
individual initiative is what China- 
town needs. Through his _ efforts， 
Seventeen immigrants will not be 
wasting the skills they acquired in 
Hong 玫 ong. 

A few months ago, Wu, manufac- 
turing manager of Teledyne MEC in 
Palo Alto，approached Chinese for 
Affirmative Action (CAA) with the 
idea of starting an electronics 
assembljlers” training class The 
Purpose was to help unemployed 
and underemployed Chinatown 
residents encountering difficulty in 
getting skilled jobs because of 1lan- 
guage and relocation problems. 

Since December 3J, class has been 
meeting twice a week at the Chinese 
Cultural Center, and indications are 
that it is progressing well. 

Behind Wu's efforts is the 
concern that many immigrants with 
experience in electronics can not 
hold such jobs in America. Many of 
them do not speak English and 
consequently cannot break into pe- 
ninsula cities，where most electron- 
ics frms are located . 


COOPERATION 

Cooperating with CAA and the 
Chinatown-North Beach English 
Language Center, which is involved 
in manpower training，Wu and 
Teledyne decided that an evening 
class held in Chinatown would be 
most advantageous for Potential 
trainees. 

Trainees were recruited openly， 
through announcements sent to 
various community agencies。From 
Over Sixty applicants, seventeen were 
selected through an eyening of mass 
interyiews by Chinatown agency 


workers in November. Manual dex- 
terity tests，PC Board familarity， 
language know-how， experience， 
and present employment were all 
considered in the screening. 


HIRING 


From this program，Teledyne has 
promised a minimum 30 Per cent 
hiring and hopefully more，Ron 
Ulrici， personnel manager， has 
agreed to contact other electronilcs 
firms in the Palo Alto area about the 
possibility of hiring the other 
trainees. 

At present，Teledyne is providing 
all training materlials, teachetrs and 
a Soldering kit, The class is sched- 
uled to run 10 to 12 weeks. 

What is significant in this 
cooperation between Private enter- 
prise and community agencies， 
according to Henry Der，CAA 
member, is that 让 will hopefully en- 
courage others to set Up training 
Programs for community residents. 

“It is a form of affirmative action 
and hiring，Chinese in adminis- 
trative _ positions can help com- 
munity agencies give assistance to 
further the employment of 
Chinese， he said.

RICE PRICES EXPECTED 
TO COME DOWN 


Concerned with the rising costs 
of retail rice in recent months， 
the board of directors of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
recentliy voted in a special board 
Session Ito ask the Department of 
Agriculture to take steps to regu- 
late the Price of rice. The response 
is not encouraging. 

According to Agriculture Offi- 
cials, there was a worldwidqe short- 
age of rice in 1973，due to poor 
harvests in most major rice-pro- 
ducing areas_ outside the United 
States. The shortage led to greater 
demand for American rice to be 
exported overseas。 The govern- 
Inent had to raise the retail Price 
of rice at home up to par with 
rice sold to foreign _ countries to 
Prevent a possible draining of the 
crop in the domestic market. 

However, this is only a passing 
Phenomenon，officials say。，The 
Price of rice is expected to come 
down as a result of a bumper 
crop this year; but increased pro- 
duction costs will keep Prices 
from returning to the levels be- 
fore the increase. 


US $500,000 GOES TO 
HONG KONG REFUGEES 


WASHINGTON--The Office for 
Refugees and Migration Affairs of 
the State Department has request- 
ed $500,000 for the relief of 
refugees in the Far East, particu- 
larly in Hong Kong. The request 
has been appropriated by the U.S. 
Congress as part of U.S. foreign 
aidauthorization. 

The program was threatened 
earlier when Congress . reduced 
total Refugees and Migration as- 
sistance from 多 9.5 million to $8.5 
Imillion. Senator Fong，Republi- 
can of Hawaii，was Tesponsible 
for restoring the $9.5 million ap- 
propriation by citing the recent 
influx of Chinese refugees into 
Hong 玉 ong.

A new wind is blowing in the 
relationshib between East and West. 
Whetherthe East wind is prevailing 
over the West wind，as Chairman 
Mao proclaimed during a period of 
hostility _ between China and the 
U.S.，is problematic. No one can 
deny, however，that the new wind

CHINA ROMANCE 

Remember that from the days of 
the Open Door Policy，Americans 
have always had a strange kind of 
romance with China，nurtured and 
reinforced by Pearl Buck's poignant 
novels, such as the Cood 有 ertp and 
Lin Yu-tang's earthy wisdom con- 
tained in Such books as 7jpe 7zmapo 六 
ta1zice OoF Limyiag. Suddenly we are、 
_playing catch up with all sorts of 
China study programs proliferating 
in acadermic centers，and even high 
school students are wanting to learn 
Chinese language，_ culture and 
history. Asian Studies has become a 
hot field， even in these days of aca- 
demic budget slashing. 

Apart from this unleashing of 
human interest in China, my hunch 
is that something very significant is 
happening: namely, that we are CUT- 
rently witnesses to the breaking up 
of the old bi-polar hegemony fea- 
turing the U,S. and the U.S.S.R. In 
its place we are seeing the emer- 
gence of an array of multi-polar 
relationships Ushering in new 8eo- 
political possibilities. As one 
example, it is quite possible that the 
relationship between China and 
Japan may bear greater future signi- 
ficance than the relationship bet- 
ween either China Er 1 岂 光 Or

The significance of the Peking- 
Tokyo relationship leads me to pos 让 
a_ second hunch: namely，a resur- 
gence of world-wide ethnic identity. 


”Indeed，more important than the 


impressive economic and technolog- 
ical gains in the new China (in my 
opinion) is the new Spirit and pride 
ofnational identity, the recovery of a 
sense of purpose and the rediscovery 
of the virtue of self-reliance， Not 
only has Mao's leadership provided 
the politics of revolution, but he has 
also managed to inject into the body 
politic the poetry of revolution， 
ETHNIC SPIRIT 

The spirit of ethnic consciousness 
and incipient nationhood has also 
been afroused here in America 
among Asians，Chicanos，and 
Blacks and finds expression in the 
doctrine of self-determination. 
Ethnic identity and nation-building 
is a necessary and crucial process for 
Asian countries as well as for ethnic 
minorities in the U.S9. to under8go. 

My past year at East-West Center 
has been consciousness expanding 
for me inasmuch as I had never 
before been with so many Chinese 
intellectuals from China，Southeast 
Asia，and Hawaii，Parenthetically， 
the Chinese in Southeast Asia are 
deeply troubled by the hostility 一 
ranging from envy to persecution 
that is directed against them 一 espe- 
cially in stch places as Indonesia 
and the Philippines，but also in 
Thailand，Burma，South Vietnam 
where the Chinese are frequently 
compared with the Jews of Europe. 

Asians，ever mindful of racial 
slurs，are avidly rediscovering their 
own identity and have become more 
militant in the process，Whatever 
the ideology of these far-flung 
Chinese intellectuals, there has been 
an unmistakable sense of pride in 
the re-emergence of China on the 
world scene. 

EDUCATION BIAS 

We are all more or less products 
of our own educational exposure， 
and American education is almost 
exclusively biased toward Europe 
and European history。、We know 
Europe's kings and queens, its great 
battles and heroes，European art， 
culture and philosophy.， But our 
textbooks tell us virtually riothing 
abonut Asian civilization，which was 
highly developed when European 
culture was on all fours and still 
chasing its own tail. 

By the same token ouUr education 
tells us precious little about the 
experience and contributions of 
Asians to the American Scene. What 
little is conveyed comes through in 
Charlie Chan of Fu Man Chu 
stereotypes of the “inscrutable 


Oriental,”WwWho somehow has to be 
unscrfewed, Or else it's the self-effa- 
cing and silly grin over piles (于 
unwashed laundtry. 

How many Americans know that 
the dark tred delectable fruit known 
as the “bing cherry” was named 
after a Chinese cook，Ah Bing，whbo 
experimented with horticultural 
cross-breedings? Americans are 
vaguely aware of the fact that the 
Central Pacific Railway，connecting 
the Eastern and Western Seaboards， 
was built by the backs ;of Chinese 
laborers 一 including my Own great 
grandfather. Yet on May 10， 1909， 
at ceremonies in 9acramento 
commemorating the centennial of 
the opening of the railroad，not 3 
single representative of the Chinese 
community was invited to take part. 
An oversight or tracial arrogance? 

POLITICAL INTERESTS 

But back to East-West relations， 
we should not be so naive as to 
asstume that the new relationship 


between China and the U.S: is an ， 


expression of hardmness of heart be- 
coming purity of heart. It obviously 
serves the mnutual political interests 
of both sides and has beenthought 
through carefully by the Chinese. 

Eaced with Soviet saber-tattling 
and the fear of a pre-emptive 
nuclear strike,China's dispute with 
Russia played no small role in her 
desire to_ normalize relations with 
the United States. Mao and Chou 
have seemingly adopted the old 
adage: The enemy of my enemy is 
my friend，or at least\my ally. 

But now that the doors to China 
are open，quite a contingent of 
Americans have travelled to China 
and returned with glowing accounts 
of their discoveries， The American 
mood is one of fascination，if not 
actual infatuation 一 an interesting 
commentatry of how mercurial the 
mood response can alternate from 
hostility to cordiality on the part of 
both the American and Chinese 
Publics，

Assisted by :the National Insti- 
tute of Mental Health，the East 
Asian 有 Research Center and the 
Department of Social Relations at 
开 arvard University, James LOewen 
reveals in this _ Pioneering study 
some intricacies of the Yazoo- 
Mississippi Delta's “racial eti- 
quette”systerm. 

While it is widely known that 
the land has been mostly tilled by 
black sharecroppers and owned 
by white Planters for many de- 
cades，very few realize more Chi- 
nese people live there than in any 
other Southern state and how 
“Yellow Power” gradually grew 
there is the instructive burden of 
this study.

faneral service for my uncle the next 
day. But to my Surprise, the setvice 
was a simple Christian ceremony 
without any of the wailing and fan- 
fare from the night before， My 
uncle's family was not taking any 
chances with Uncle's spirit，The 
funeral had both the _ traditional 
Chinese wake and Christian Ser- 
Vices. 

[ITwas greatly relieved to learn that 
Gene's selvice was to be kept 
simple，Because Gene's wife was 
hospitalized and he had no children， 
it was decided that his younger bro- 
thers would be the official mout- 
ners._ My . husband， being the 
youngest， would be the chief 
mOUrner. 

Since Gene's parents are still 
living，and since 让 is against the 
laws of nature for a son to precede 
his parents in death，the parents 
were not to patticipate or attend the 
funeral， This was news to me; but

MONEY ENVELOPES 


Gene was to have a Christian 
burial， according to his wife's 
wishes，together with a few of the 
Chinese customs，according to his 
barents' wishes, It was agreed that a 
wake be omitted and that the red 
envelopes_ each containing a dime 


containing a nickel and a piece of 
candy be distributed at the Service， 
The red envelopes are “isee,” 
meaning good luck, and.,are distri- 
buted after the service to:hbe. people 


each sl 


attending and to those who sent 
fiowers or “white money.””(White 
money is used towards the funeral 
expenses.)-.People receiving “ji-see” 
are expected to buy something sweet 
with this money. 

The candy in the white envelope is 
to be eaten after the services and 
signify sweetness following a sad 
event. As it happened，once the ser- 
Vice at the cemetery was ovet，the 
little old ladies (L.O 并 .) went around 
telling everyone to rip open the 
white envelopes and throw them 
away immediately after eating the 
candy. It is considered bad luck to 
keep the white envelopes， There 
Were Caucasians and Blacks at the 
services who did not know what this 
was all about. But they soon got the 
message when the L.O 并 . said to 
them,“Open. . .eat. . .Sweet. . .good 
luck.” 


There are certain aspects，of 
Chinese culture that ate not to be 
questioned. At the funeral，I found 
that the .0.L. said certain things 
with such convictions that 工 ac- 
cepted them unquestionably， For 
example, nothing pertaining to the 
funeral is to_ be kept inside the 


house. I was to buy all the necessary 


things the night before and leave 
them in the catr parked outside the 
house，the necessary things being 
the candy and the red and white 
envelopes， 

4 BAD LUCK 

One day,snurmber one sister-in- 
law called me' up and told me to 
bring some folding chairs down to 
ene of the Chinatown alleys. Ihey 
wanted to stuff the red and white 
envelopes ott 挝 fthe streets since 让 
was bad luck to do it inside the 
house. I had to convince them that 
sifice the service was in Oakland, we 
could do the stuffing in the car on 
our way over，Reluctantly，they 
agree to do so， 

Everyone that is involved with the 
funeral in any way receives a red 
envelope. It is not because of the 
money inside，but the symbolism 
behind it that makes the gesture 
important. Because the funeral is a 
sad event， the red envelope，which 
symbolizes happiness and good 
luck，is given to counteract this 
sadness. For his part in being a pall- 
bearer，an attendant，a driver，and 
for sending flowers，a person re- 
ceives four red envelopes, The min- 
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The store in Chinatown we went 
to to buy the“blanket”chose for 
Gene a red and white one，CcuUs- 
tomatry colors a wife should choose 
for her deceased husband. There are 
different _ colored “blankets”， 
depending on the relative who buys 
让 ，The storekeeper was also pre- 
pared to provide mourning clothes 
and arm-bands，but again，because 
Gene's parents were still living，we 
were told mourning clothes were not 
to be worn. 

Since my husband was the chief 
mourner，all the problems were 
referred to Us，We tried to Please 
everyone as best we could，bearing 
in mind his widow"s wishes.

The day before the funeral，my 
sjster-in-law called and said that 
someone should“house-sit”Gene's 
house in case Gene's spirit decided 
to come home.“He should not come 
home to an empty house,”she said. 
We finally decided that Gene's fav- 
orite cat would be home to greet him 
认 he wanted to_ visit， The .0. 民 . 
were hot happy with that answer， 
but it was the best we could do with 
such short notice，Then ' someone 
wanted to _ burn some of Gene's 
clothes and to throw paper money 
behind the casket on the way to the 
cemetery. But we had agreed to keep 
everything simple，so the request 
was denied. 

The family got together to puUT- 
chase a floral wreath for Gene. 
Becausethis is sad business, we were 
told we must all pay for the wreath 
before the purchaser orders it, Ofr we 
can pay oOUI share at the florist S. 
This is one occasion when no one 
can borrow money to pay for it. 

One of the relatives was assigned 
to cut off the ribbons and tags on 
theflowers sent to the funeral. After 
the funeral，I could not make out 
one ofthe Chinese names,. [took the 
ribbonm back to Chinatown to ask 
Gene's eldest brother，When they 
saw the ribbon I was holding， they 
told_me :to stay outside，Gene's 
oldest brother then came out onto 
the sidewalk and read me the name， 
My sistet-in-law then told me to get 
rid of the ribbons and cards imme- 
diately and not to bring them home，

I walked with Gene's nieces and 
sat with them until a .0O.L. insisted 
I sit next to my husband to pay OUuUT 
respects together as a couple， We 
bowed three times to Gene and each 
of us said our silent farewell to a 
brother and friettd Gene，wherever 
you are, we wish you love and peace.

PEKING 一 John Burns，coOrres- 
pondent in Peking，reports that 
the sudden military shake-up in 
China could mean increased con- 
trol on; the part of the central 
governrment overrprovincial mili- 
tary bosses. 

Eight out of eleven military 
commanders in China will be re- 
placed soon，and six of these 
eight have been doubling as pro- 
Vincial party bosses，This dual- 
control held by the military- over 
the provinces may be diminished， 
depending on the new assign- 
ments, as yet unannounced. 

Burns reports that this is a 
second stage in curtailing military 
power which began with the de- 
posing of Lin Piao as defense 
minister。 Lin Piao?*s position and 
the offices of those who disappear 
with him，chief of stafft and Navy 
commander，still remain unfilled. 

It is speculated that when the 
National People's Congress meets 
Soon for the first time in nine 
years， these top miittary Posts 
will be reassigned. According to 
Burns，the favorite contender for 
the Position of Defense Minister is 
Yeh Chien-ying，who has filled 
the job on a tentative basis since 
the coup.

Second was the“Con- 
tract Labor System,” whereby 
American companies would recru 刘 
workers through a Chinese or for- 
eign labor contractor，The fare 
was advanced and jlater deducted 
from the wages of the worker. The 
railroad and Southern plantation 
Owners Used this method of re- 
cruitment. The third method was 
through the illegal“Coolie Trade 
Young men from Chinese villages 
were kidnapped or tricked into 


signing false contracts by recruit- 


ers, Smuggled out by ship and auc- 
tioned at a port of entry， 


There were pictures showing 


Chinese immigrants embarking fo 


America，others awaiting inspec- 
tion at the San Francisco Customs 
House and a contract signed be- 
tween an English merchant and 3 
Chinese in 1850. 


In Early Period 


The earliest Chinese immigrants 
who joinred the Gold Rush，were 
independent miners. To avoid con- 
hicts with _ white miners，they did 
not compete for the richer dig- 
gings，JInstead，they worked the 
jeftover claims or reworked the 
claims abandoned by the white 
miners，xhibited were pictures 
showing Chinese camps in the 
mines and tools and utensils used 
by the Chinese gold diggers. 

Between 1865 and 1869 Chinese 


labor was employed on the con- 
struction of the hrst transconti- 
nental railroad between the At- 
lantic and Pacifc coasts. Charles 
Crocker was the hrst to SuUgEgest 
hiring local Chinese labor when 
White workers were found to be 
often drunk and rowdy，econstantly 
demanding higher wages and apt 


to quit their jobs after each pay- 


day. Chinese laborers proved im- 
mediately successful. Crocker then 
acknowledged，“They worked 
themselves to our favor to such an 
extent that if we were in a hurry 
。 it was better to put Chinese 
on at once."”Many pictures Showed 
the Chinese buildqing the railroad， 
Sometimes at great risks on the 
steep mountain siqe. 


With the completion of the 
transcontinental Tailroad in 1869 
and the decline of the gold mines， 
the Chinese turned to farming and 
fshing.，Pictures showed them 
working in Louisiana sugar plan- 
tations，in California wineries, and 
in shrimp villages on the West 
Coast. 


With the increase of Chinese 1a-

The 
fear that Chinese would take Over 
the _ already scarce jobs led to 
mounting anti-Chinese hysteria. 
More than 30 laws were enacted 
in California excluding Chinese 
from employment and economic 
and educational opportunities. 
Chinese houses were burned and 
Chinese laborers roughed UP oO 
killed. Drawings andq cartoons 
showed Chinese being stoned by 3 
white mob or put in capital stocks. 


In Transition Period 


In _ the _ section “Chinese Ameri- 
cans in Transition”there were in- 
teresting pictures and other exhi- 
bits of life in Chinatown in the 
earlier days. Chinatowns were 
formedq by the Chinese after they 
had been forced out of the mining 
and rural areas by mounting vio- 
lence and gathered in the 1large 
cities. Pictures showing Chinese in 
oldq_costumes and_ wearing queues 
in Chinatown streets are of his- 
torical importance，The ornately 
carved and gilt encrusted altar， 
wooden signboard and door scrolls 
of the Temple of the Five Immor- 
tals in San Jose Chinatown that 
had been dismantlied were put on 
exhibition.
